Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview agenda:storing private object state data in a human- 
understandable formatted file and the order in which the private object state data is to be restored from the file. The 
applicant distinguished that the private object state data is the data that nornally cannot be stored in a persistent 
manner unlike public object state data. The applicant argued that the prior art teaches storing only public object state 
data which can be accessed or set via a mutator or an accessor and that this limited ability of the prior art is what the 
applicant's invention is trying to overcome. In response, the examiner pointed out that the independent claims do not 
recite the steps needed in order for a private object state data (definition clarified by the applicant during the interview) 
along with (claim 26) or without (claim 1) public object state data to be stored and restored, as the applicant 
assertained that the private object state data cannot be persisted in the prior art. The examiner further provided 
clarification for indefiniteness of the terms "substantially" and "capable". 
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
